OTTAWA.  Jan.  6 <CP>. — Canada'i  retervet  of  gold 
»nd  United  States  dollars  ended  1949  in  the 
healthiest  state  they  have  ever  been  in  since  late 
1947,  Finance  Minister  Abbott  ditiloaed  today. 

In  a prepared  statement,  he  s«id  that  at  December 
31  last  the  reserves  totaled  $1,117,000,000.  an  increase  of 
$119,000,000  <r/9T  the  corresponding  date  in  1948. 

The  cryptically-worded  statement  gave  no  indication 
that  the  Government  planned  any  further  relaxation  oi 
restrictions  imposed -to  conserve  dollars  in  1947  when 
reserves  dipped  to  a low  of  $5CK).000.000.  The  war  ended 
with  the  reserves  amounting  to  $1,500,000,000.

Coniniitnht  Party  Should  He  Outlmved 


A COROLLARY  to  the  barring  oX  Com- 
munlBts  from  Government  employ- 
ment. aa  advocated  by  the  Canadian 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  consistent  with 
recent  moves  by  labor  unions  to  rid  them- 
selves of  Soviet-inspired  renegades,  should 
be  the  expulsion  of  the  Communist  Party 
from  the  shelter  of  Canadian  law.  Far 
too  much  temporizing  has  taken  place  with 
that  element  of  the  population  recognized 
by  iU  Communist  label  as  subversive  and 
disloyal.  When  next  It  assembles  Parlia- 
ment should  tedee  positive  action  to  pro- 
claim lUegal  the  Communist  Party  and  all 
its  activities  In  Canada. 

It  Is  passing  strange  that  so  much  lati- 
tude has  been  granted  to  Communists  in 
Canada;  that  they  should  be  permitted  to 
use  the  law  that  they  may  confound  It,  that 
they  should  flourish  under  the  protection 
of  the  very  democracy  they  would  destroy 
It  Is  plain  folly  for  this  nation  to  allow 
such  misuse  of  freedom  any  longer. 

Nor  does  the  plea  that  making  the  Com 
munlst  Party  Illegal  will  drive  It  under- 
ground. and  thus  out  of  sight,  bear  exami- 


nation. Nothing  is  being  done  about  them 
while  they  are  in  sight.  Because  they  are 
allowed  to  operate  openly  In  fact,  they  are 
able  to  use  misguided  individuals  and  move- 
ments as  tools,  and  can  worm  themselves 
into  positions  of  influence  that  would  be 
closed  to  them  otherwise.  The  gloss  that 
sanction  gives  would  be  rubbed  off  and  they 
would  be  exposed  for  what  they  are  as  soon 
as  this  license  was  withdrawn. 

The  law  drives  criminals  underground 
but  because  of  this  It  is  never  suggested 
they  should  be  allowed  to  operate  freely 
and  in  public.  The  police  follow  them 
underground  to  apprehend  and  to  convict 
them.  In  the  same  way  Communists  could 
be  pursued  when  their  activities  break  the 
law  to  threaten  to  undermine  the  free 
structure  of  the  country.  Communism  la  a 
world-wide  movement  taking  direction  from 
Russia,  and  Communists  are  pledged  to 
put  the  interests  of  that  country  before 
their  own.  This.  In  short.  U treason,  and  it 
should  be  sufficient  warrant  for  the  out- 
lawing of  the  Communist  Party  of  this 
country. 


Hamiltfm  Report  Wdl  Be  Interesting 


SUFFICIENT  has  leaked  out  about  the 
Internal  fires  which  have  created  all 
this  steam  over  British  Columbia's  Hos- 
pital Insurance  scheme  to  make  the  public 
anticipate  the  publication  of  the  Hamilton 
report  with  keen  Interest  Assertions  of 
overstaffing,  galloping  costs,  lack  of  actual 
hospital  accommodation  and  Intcr-office 
feuds — coupled  with  the  resignation  of  the 
commissioner — If  borne  out  by  the  report 
would  be  sufficient  to  account  for  the  des- 
perate mess  the  scheme  is  reported  to  be  in 
The  Government  should  lay  all  the  facts 
before  the  Legislature  next  month,  and  ac- 
cept the  help  of  the  Hou.se  in  producing  a 
workable  scheme. 

There  must  be  something  more  than 
rumor  behind  the  repeated  suggestions  that 
the  services  now  covered  by  the  provincial 
scheme,  and  which  would  have  cost 


S9.000.000  in  1946.  cost  close  to  S15.000.000 
In  1949;  that  the  scheme's  personnel  now 
numbers  530  with, a payroll  to  match;  and 
that  even  the  increased  rates  charged  the 
public  may  not  cover  the  expected  S17,- 
000,000  or  so  which  the  plan  is  likely  to 
cost  this  year  Pruning,  re-allocation  of 
responsibility  and  many  other  direct 
remedies  would  appear  to  be  indicated. 

What  the  Government  will  be  aware  of, 
liowever,  is  that  regardless  of  the  poor  start 
made  with  the  plan,  the  public  will  expect 
action^not  merely  to  settle  internal  dis- 
putes for  which  it  cares  nothing — but  to 
produce  a workable  hospital  Insurance 
.scheme  for  British  Columbia.  To  that  end 
fault-finding  will  be  of  considerably  less 
value  than  forward-looking  action  to  set 
matters  right.  The  Legislature  will  be  the 
place  to  thresh  out  the  details,  when  the 
Hamilton  report  is  to  hand

/ fn  view  of  the  serious  consequences  of 
any  work  .stoppage  in  the  bread  industry  It 
is  io  be  hoped  that  all  possible  .steps  will  be 
taken  to  mediate  the  dispute  Tlie  re.snlt 
of  the  ballot  doe.s  not  nereiianly  imply  that 
a strike  will  follow,  and  there  is  nothing 
at  present  to  Indicate  that  nsgoUaltons 
have  been  broken  off.  On  the  contrary 
there  Is  some  encouragement  in  the  state- 
ment of  workers’  representatives  that  the 
union  will  make  every  endeavor  to  settle 
the  dispute  without  calUhg  a strike  The 
public  will  expect  both  sides  to  approach 
the  matter  in  that  frame  of  mind.
